The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor proposed that the Honorary 
Degree of Doctor of Law be conferred on Professor James 
AVillord Garner, M.A., Ph.D., Professor of Political Science 
and International Law in the University of Illinois, and Tagore 
Professor of Law in the University of Calcutta, on the ground 
that he is, by reason of eminent position and attainments, a fit 
and proper person to receive such degree. 

Resolved — 

That the Syndicate do recommend to the Senate that the 
Honorary Degree of Doctor of Law be conferred on Professor 
James Wilford Garner, M.A., Ph.D., Professor of Political 
Science and International Law in the University of Illinois, and 
Tagore Professor of Law in the University of Calcutta, on the 
ground that lie is, in their opinion, by reason of eminent posi- 
tion and attainments, a fit and proper person to receive such 
degree. 

Professor James Wilford Garner, M.A., Ph.D., has been 
Head of the Department and Professor of Political Science and 
'international Law in the State University of Illinois for over 
sixteen years. He is the author of Introduction to Political 
.Science,^’ The Government of the United. States “ Essays 
in Southern History and Politics,'^ ^'History of the United 
States 5 Vols. {in collaboration with Senator Lodge) and 

Civil Government for Indian Students ” (in collaboration with 
Sir William Marris). His work on “ International Law 
aaid the World War,^’ published in 2 Vols. in 1920, in 
the series organized by Professor Oppenheim and known as 
Contributions to Internatio,nal Law and Diplomacy,” has 
placed Ifis name in the front rank of authorities on the subject. 
The annotated version ()f the History of French Public Uaw by 
Prof. Brissaud, contributed by Prof. Garner to the “Cor.tine..taI 
Legal History Series” is a work of recognized value. I rcfc&sor 
Gai*ner wa® the Editor-in Chief, in 1911 and 1912, of'" tic iirst 
two Volumes of the Journal of the Anierican Institute of 
Criminal listw and Criminology. His contributions to leading 
American and European Periodicals on Political Science and 
International Law are too numerous for enumeration. In 1920, 
on the invitation of the University of P^^ris, Prof. Garner delivered 
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in French two courses of lectures before the New International 
School of International Law founded by Fauchille, Lapradelle 
and Alvarez ; the first series was on American Political Ideas 
and Institutions^'; the second series was on ‘‘ Problems of 
Neutrality during the World War." He also lectured in the 
provincial Universities of France as Harvard University Lecturer 
on the Hyde Foundation. Prof. Garner has further delivered 
courses of lectures at Cambridge, Brussels and Ghent on the 
invitation of the respective Universities.

I, It is proposed to make a suitable provision for the 
loss of income to be sustained by the University due to the’ 
handing over of the matriculation examination to the proposed 
board fdi secondary education. The University hftve already 
been asked in my letter, referred to above,' to forward to Gov- 
ernment an estimate of the amount of the provision to be made 
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and an early submission by the University of the estimate, 
together with their lines of calculation, will help Government 
in coming to a decision on the point. 

II and III. Government will be glad to have the sugges- 
tions of the University as to what, in their opinion, should be 
the right line to adopt about the determination of the amount 
of the provision and the procedure for its payment. 

IV. It is proposed to provide for a suitable representation 
of the University on the jn'oposed board. Government will be 
glad to have an early expression of the opinion of the Hon’ble the 
Vice-Chancellor and the Senate on the number of feats which, 
they consider, should be reserved for the University on the 
board.

2. Your Excellency\s Government will observe that the 
General Medical Council now a^ree to continue to recognise for 
the purposes of registration in the United Kingdom the medical 
diplomas granted by the Universities of Madras, Bombay, 
Calcutta, the Punjab and Tjucknow, the first unconditionally ; 
the Second and Third until 30th June, 1923 and thereafter 
year by year conditionally on the receipt of a satisfactory 
report from an official Inspector approved by the Council, 
stating that all the Regulations of the Council are being ful- 
filled ; the fourth and fifth subject to similar conditions 
and to the receipt of a statement signed by the Dean of the 
Faculty of Medicine, containing a nominal roll of the medical 
graduates of the year and a certificate that each of them has 
fujfilled the Regulations of the Council. 

3. I trust that the stipulations of the (reneral Medical 
Council, based on the valuable report of Dr. Norman Walker, 
will commend themselves to your Government and to the 
Governing Bodies of the Univerties of Bombay, Calcutta, 
the Panjab and Lucknow. I request that I may be informed 
at an early date of the nam^ 'of the officei considered suitable 
for the a])pointme'ni of official Ins)>ector on behalf of the 
General Medical Council in order that the General Medical 
C/Ouncil may be invited to approve his appointment.

I have to inform you that your letter No. C. and R. 
1760 of the I ^iih May, transmitting a copy of the report of 
Dr. Norman Walker on his visitation to the Indian Universities, 
was brought before the Executive Committee of the Council at 
its meeting on the 22nd instant. 

The recommendations in the report were adopted in the 
following form, in which there are a few verbal alterations 
from the recommendations as they were originally made : — 

That the Committee : — 


(1) Continue to recognise the degree of M.B., B.S. of the 
University of Madras. 

(2) Continue its recognition \)f the degree of M.B., B.S. 
Bombay, until 80th- June 1928, and thereafter year by year, 
conditionally on the receipt of a satisfactory • report from an 
official Inspector approved by the Council, stating that all 
the Regulations of the Council are being* fulfilled. 

(3) Continue its recognition of the degree of M,B., J3.S. 

Calcutta, until 30th June 1928. and thereafter year by year, 
conditionally on the receipt of a satisfactory report from the 
Inspector referred to in No. 2. • , 

(4) Continue its recognition of the degree of M.B., B.S. 
of the University of the Punjab until 30th June 1923, and there- 
after year by year, conditionally on the receipt of a satisfactory 
report by the Inspector referred to in No. 2, and of a statement 
signed by the Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, containing a 
nominal roll of the medical graduates of the year and, a certifi- 
cate that each of them has fulfilled the Regulations of the 
Council. 
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(5) Continue its recognition (if the degree of M,B., B.S., of 
the U)niversity of Lucknow until 30th June 1928, and there- 
after year by year, on exactly the same terms as for the Uni- 
versity of the Punjab. 

I was directed to inform you that the decision of the Exe- 
cutive Committee was made on behalf of the Council, and to 
request you to take steps for the appointment of an oflScial Ins- 
pector to be approved by the Council as proposed in Dr. Norman 
Walker’s report.

^ HH a remit of bin reveni investigation of the training in miiU 

iciferg alforcled at Indian Unirerfiiiies, 

IJnexpectinlly 1 found Calcutta the most difficult problem. 
'Like Bombay, it suffers from a plethora of students and the 
number of available cases is small. 

The Eden Hospital, which T visited on February 27th, 1922, 
is the Midwifery Department of the Calcutta University. It 
is well equipped, and contains forty beds for obstetrics and forty 
for tryneacoloj^y, and an extension of (>:> beds is planned and 
seemed to me, from what I was told, 1o be nearer accomplish- 
ment than at some of the jilaces we had visited. There is an 
excellent detached section for septic cases, of which there are 
many, and an existing ward, which was provided by a pious 
donor for sick children and has not for some reason been a])- 
plied to that ]mrpose, is now immediately available and will 
add then additional beds to the existing: number. The addition 
of wards is not (piite so im[)ortant as with us, for in India 
theie are no waitin;^ lists. Col. Leicester, the Professor of 
Midwifery, informed me that cases comin<j^ up were always 
admitted at once. This is easy in India because of the free 
ventilation which tin* weather permits, and overcrowding is 
consequently less inuxirtaut than it is with us. There are 
altogether about 12011 eases annually, but Col. Leicester frankly 
confWsed that only a little over GOO of these were available for 
instruction purposes for the 1*15 students he has in the mid- 
wifery year, 'Plu* arrangements for making full use of the 
cases are however exceptionally good. Calcutta is the only 
University which has an officer of the Imjian Medical Service 
as assistant to the Professor, This post is at present filled by 
Capt. P. Fleming Gow, a graduate of St. Andrews, who, before 
he joined the service, was House Surgeon with Professor Kynoch 
in Dundee. He adds energy and efficiency to the administra- 
tion. He furnished me with a report, giving full details of 
their teaching method.^. 

The students are on duty for three months for midwifery 
instructions. The staff consists of the Professor, the Resident 
Surgeon (Capt. Fleming Gow), a Registrar, who is an Indian 
graduate of experience, a House Surgeon, and an Assistant 
House Surgeon. A great deal of attention is given to tutorial 
instruction of students. In addition, to the Course of Syste- 
matic Lectures given by the Professor, the Resident Surgeon 
gives 20 demonstrations in Practical Midwifery every term, 
and n list was supplied to me of the students by name, showing 
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the dates on which they attended the four cases which they are 
required to conduct personally and the 16 others which they are 
required to witness. 

The University authorities have made application for the 
appointment of a clinical whole-time Professor in Midwifery. 
If midwifery can be efficiently taught without a specified num- 
ber of personally conducted cases, I think one is justified in 
saying that it is efficiently taught in the Eden Hospital. 

The arrangements for the teaching of gynaecology are 
excellent. In his sixth year every student is required to attend 
the out-patient department, which is open six days a week. 
Only three students attend each day, so the opportunities of 
practising vaginal examinations are ample. The Professor 
gives a daily clinic in the Gynaecological Wards, and each stu- 
dent must do three weeks’ duty as a Clinical Clerk with charge 
of three beds. 

I visited on February *27, 1922, the hospital attached to the 
Carmichael Medical College. The College is affiliated to 
Calcutta University, and therefore comes under the same regula- 
tions. It is comparatively new, and is a medical college con- 
ducted entirely by Indians for Indians. The Professor of Mid- 
wifery is Dr. Kedarnath Das, C.I.E. He is a distinguished 
graduate of Calcutta University, and was Resident Surgeon in 
the Eden Hospital after he graduated. I was not favourably 
impressed by the hospital. It did not fulfil oiie’s ideas of the 
requisite cleanliness which is surely so essential in the teaching 
of midwifery, and the sanitary arrangements were unsatisfac- 
tory. Otherwise the arrangements as detailed to me seemed 
good. 

As before stated*, the (College is new and there are at present 
only 19 students in the year in which midwifery is taken. As 
109 cases were available last year, the proportion is about the 
same as in the Eden Hospital, and further their students at this 
stage of their curriculum are all residents in hostels immediately 
adjacent to the hospital. There is an Associate Professor, a 
House Surgeon and Tutor, and the beginnings of a museum and 
library. * There were a good many instruments of various ages 
in show-cases, and numerous wax models illustrated the facts of 
pregnancy. I saw only one dummy, and it was not so new as 

the rest of the exhibits. 

• • 

The problem of. Carmichael College is a difficult one, because 
^though they have only 19 students now, they are aiming at an 
entry of 10(1 .annually, and it is difficult to see how that number 
can be efficiently taught. Dr. Das is sanguine that the 
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additional beds they expect to have 30 from April onwards — will 
supply them with a larger number of cases. 

On the afternoon of February 28. 1022, 1 mot the FaciilU 
of Medicine with the Vice-Chancellor, Sir Ashutosh Mukerjee, 
in the Chair. Nearly all the numbers of the Faculty were 
present, and we had a veiy useful meeting;. There was little 
uniutelli< 2 :ent criticism, and the Vice-(^hancellor and the Principal 
of the Medical College, Col. Deare, were botli very hel{)fiil. 
While very properly maintaining in argument that mere iiuniber> 
of cases were not essential, they recognised that their numbers 
must somehow be increased, and they will take up the matter 
seriously and at once. There is a probability that something 
of an extern department may be arranged, but unfortunately 
the Medical Officer of health for the f'ity. Dr. ('rake, who was 
present, was suffering severely from neuralgia, and was unable 
to take as helpful a part as he no doubt would have dont*. 

Madras is nearer Calcutta than any of the otlier centres 
concerned, but it does not seem reasonably [»()ssible that if 
could do anything to helj) Calcutta as well as the two Northern 
Medical (Colleges, It was mentioned tliat in the Ceylon 
Medical College, Colombo, t^ere was an abundant supply of 
cases, and if the worst comes to the worst, after all the sea 
journey between Calcutta atid (Jolombo is a simple one. 

No one will question the desirability of Calcutta increasing 
considerably the amount of material available for the instruc- 
tion of its students in practical midwifery, but lam satisfied 
that those in authority there are in earnest in their desire to 
do so, that tlie rest of their teaching is very good, and I shall 
recommend the council to recognise their degree for the 
present. ’’

With reference to your letter No. 698 dated the 22nd May, 1922, addressed 
to the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Education Department, a copy 
of which was forw'arded to me by the Government of Bengal, I am directed 
to inform yon that on receipt of the information that the Legislative Assembly 
had sanctioned the grant of Ks. 13,000 for the current year, for the Minto 
Professorship of Economics in this University, I drew' from tho Accountant 
General, Central Revenues, a sum oi Rs. 3,250 being tho grant for the first 
quarter of 1922-23. Subsequently a communication was received from the 
Government of Bengal, sanctioning among other granfs, a grant of Rs. 13,000 
for the Minto Professorship of Economics. A bill was accordingly sent to 
the Accountant General, Bengal, for the total grants payable to this Univer- 
sity during the current financial year. 

I am now directed to address you on the necessity of retaining the amount 
already drawn from the Accountant General, Central Revenues, and of 
drawing the remainder of the grant or at least a further sum of Rs. 7,750 
t.e., a total grant of Rs. 11,000 which is still due from the Government of 
India. In this connection I am to refer to your letter No. 137, 'dated the 
6th February, 1920 in which the sanction for the payment of Rs. 2,000 only 
for the year 1919-20 was communicated to me. When the grant of Rs. 13,000 
for the If into Professorship was originally sanctioned, it was contemplated 
that after paying tho Professor at the rate of Rs. 1,000 per mensem, the 
balance of Rs. 1,000 would he sufficient to meet the cost printing the 
Professor’s lectures. The Government of India are aw'are that for sometime 
the Professor (Mr. C. J. Hamilton) had to be paid .it the rate of Rs. 1,250 
per mensem. This excess amount could only be paid out of the annual 
surplus of Rs 1 ,000. Arrangements will have to be made shortly for printing 
the lectures of the present Professor and it is found that the cost of printing 
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now will be more than what was contemplated when the grant was originally 
sanctioned. 

I am to request y'ou therefore to move the GoTornment of India to 
allow the University to retain the amount already drawn, and to draw the 
remainder of the grant daring the current year.

I am directed by the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor 
and the Syndicate to forward herewith a copy of the 
“ Kules of Examination ” which were issued by the 
Dacca Secondary and Intermediate Board to the 
examiners who conducted its recent examinations, 
and to invite attention to the concluding provision of 
paragraph 4 which runs as follows : 

“ The percentage of passes should, as far as possible, reach 
the average level of Dacca in recent years.” 

Paragraph 2 provides, that in drawing up the 
question papers the standard of the examinations of 
the Calcutta University must be strictly adhered to. 
Paragraph 4 provides that in examining the answer 
papers the standard of examination should be neither 
higher nor lower than that of the Calcutta University, 
*or, in the case of the Islamic examinations, than 
that of the* Education Department adopted in recent 
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years. To these directions no exception can reason- 
ably be taken, and svidden change of standard is to 
be deprecated. But the direction that the percentage 
of passes should, as far as possible, reach the average 
level of Dacca iii recent years for those examinations 
is, in the opinion of the Hon’Ide the Vice-Chancellor 
and the Syndicate, open to grave objection. The 
percentage of passes at an examination does not 
depend solely upon the standard of examina- 
tion. The standard mav remain fairlv uniform, 
yet the percentage of passes may largely vary. 
Assuming that the standard remains constant, the 
percentage of passes must depend upon the prepara- 
tion of the candidates, as also upon their attainments. 
Again, if we coniine our attention to a single insti- 
tution, it is cleai' that if all the circumstances remain 
invariable, the percentage of successful candidates 
may be made to vary from year to year by t-he 
exei'cise of mon- or less care in the selection of 
candidates to be presented at tlie examination. 
When the percentage of passes at an examination is 
thus dej)endant upon a complex set of circumstances, 
it is not proper to instruct the examiners to examine 
the answer papers in such a way as to make the 
percentage of pa.sses reach what is called an average 
level. It is important to' bear in mind that the 
percentage of passes varies in the*, case of different' 
institutions and even in the case of the same insti- 
tution from year to year. This is well illustrated in 
the case of the schools and colleges within the 
jurisdiction of the present Board during the five years 
from 1917-1921.

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor and the Syndi- 
cate are not able to appreciate how the examiners 
in each individual subject can mark the answer 
papers allotted to them in such a manner that the 
ultimate result of the examination may reach what 
is called the average level of Dacca in recent years — 
unless, indeed, the instrjiction is interpreted to 
signify that as mj\ny of the candidates should be let 
through as pos.sible. The gravity of the situation is 
intensified when we find that rule 7 invests the 
Examination Committee with ajiparently unlimited 
authority to alter the results, submitted by the 
examiners, in order to attain the desired object. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor and the Syndi- 
cate have been obliged to address the Government 
on the .subject in as much as under section 7 of 
Chapter XVI of the University Regulations, they 
have^ to deal with applications from candidates who 
have beeif successful at the examinations held by 
the Dacca Secondary and Intermediate Board for 
admission in.to the afliliated colleges of this Univer- 
sity. If the examinations held bv the Board are 
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conducted on the lines indicated in the concluding 
provision of rule 4, read with rule 7, mentioned 
above, the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Syndicate must seriously consider whether the certi- 
ficates given by the Board should be accepted or not.

APPENDIX 

RULES OP EXAMINATION 

1. The Paper Setter after setting the paper shall 
show it to the Moderator and they shall in consulta- 
tion make any alterations they think necessary and 
the Moderator shall forward the paper in its final 
form to the Secretary to the Board. If the Moderator 
is living in Dacca he should hand in the paper person- 
ally to the Secretary at his office ; otherwise he should 
send it by post, registered and insured, addressing 
the Secretary by name. The questions shall be written 
on paper to be supplied by the Secretary. 

2. In setting and moderating a- paper it should 
be carefully borne in mind that this year the Board 
is simply carrying on the work of the Calcutta 
University. Under normal circumstances the candi- 
dates who take the Examinations of the Board should 
have sat for other examinations for which they were 
preparing. Therefore the standards of those examina- 
tions must be strictly adhered to in drawing up the 
question papers. 

3. The questions should be fairly distributed 
over the whole course. Alternative questions should 
be given. 

4. When there are more than one Ekaminer on 
a paper they shall meet together on the day of 
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the Examination with the Paper Setter, if possible, 
and draw up in writing a system of marking and 
report it to the Secretary to the Board. Examiners 
shall examine 10 papers out of every 60 together in 
order to make sure that uniformity of standard is 
maintained. They should also bear in mind that 
the standard of examination should be neither higher 
nor lower than that of the Calcutta University or, in 
the case of the Islamic Examinations, than that 
of the Education Department adopted in recent years ; 
and the percentage of passes should, as far as possible, 
reach the average level of Dacca in recent years for 
those Examinations. 

5. The time allowed shall be 100 papers a week 

and marks shall be brought in by weekly instalments 
together with the answer books. Results should be 
kept strictly confidential. ' 

6. If an Examiner is unable for any reason to 
carry on his work duly, the Examination Committee 
may appoint another in his place. 

7 If the Examination Committee, on the receipt 
of the tabulated marks, think that the standards of 
past years in Dacca town have not been adhered to, 
they shall take such further steps as they may think 
necessary to secure that result.

(2) Their Committee is indeed “ led by certain public gentle-- 
men because it has no guardian or a ]>arent of a student of the 
school in it and the electoral rules themselves are peculiar, and it 
seems to be a system deliberately adopted to exclude those who 
do not belong to a party and (3) strenous efforts were made by 
the proprietors to come to a settlement and that, they were even 
ready to make over the school with all its belongings to a Commi- 
ttee*«» case 4 members were taken in that body from the proprie- 
tors’ side, the situation in which the proprietors have been 
placed requiring that they should at least have four members 
in the Committee to look after their interest and to see that the 
school is not destroyed on account of never-ending party-feelings 
and quarrels — but there has been no settlement.

With reference to your letter No. 168 T. Edn , dated the 25th of September, 
1922, on the subject of increased contribution to the Calcutta University 
on account of tho Calcutta Mess Scheme, 1 am directed to forward to 
Governnieiit statements shewing' the actual details of the net total deficit 
of Us. 10,744 at the end of the academical year 1921-22 as also the revised 
scales of the office establishment of the Mess Inspector. 

It would not be out of place to give a brief history of the Calcutta Mess 
Scheme which the University administers cn behalf of the Government 
from funds placed at its disposal. When the Mess Scheme \\aB transferred 
to the alcutta University in the ^ear, i911, arrangement was made that 
the sum of Us. 9000 would be paid by Goveinrnent every year to meet the 
deficit on account of house rent. As this sum proved inadequate, tho Gover- 
ment of Bengal sanctioned that a sum not exceeding Us. 10,000 might he paid 
out of the Imperial grant for private colleges towards the Scheme to meet 
the extra deficit that might occur every year. This arrangement continued 
for three sessions till 1915-16. But on account of the war, the Imperial 
grant for private colleges was suspended; the University could not draw 
upon any other fund to meet the extra deficit and requested the Government 
to supplement the grant evwy year. The Government sanctioned the supple- 
mentary grant for the years 1914-15 and 1915-16. In tl e session 1916-17 
and 17-1 8 the University managed to keep down the deficit below the fixed 
grant of Us. 9,000 by raising the seat rent. But since the year 1918-19, 
owing to abnormal rise in house rent, the deficit is going up by leaps and 
bounds till it reached the sum of Us. 10,744 at the end of the year 1921-22, 
as detailed in the statement A ”, The seat rent has reached almost the 
breaking point and it is not advisable to enhance it any further. 
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fiegarding tbe revised scales of the office eetablishmont and contingent 
allotment of the Mesa Inspector, I have to add nothing to what is stated in 
this office letter No. A 64, dated the 2nd August, 1922 detailing the circums- 
tances under which the Syndicate sanctioned the appointment of a second 
Assistant and increment to tbe salary of the Inspector and his Assistant. 
The conveyance allowance of that officer was increased from Ra. 30 to Rs. 60 
per month owing to increase in the number of Messes as also for increased 
area of inspection and for higher rates of liackney carriage faros. In this 
connection 1 would invite your attention to the remarks made by Mr. R. N. 
Gilchrist and Prof. J. R. Banerjea (appointed by Government to enquire and 
report on the working of the Calcutta Mess Scheme, 1914) recommending 
that the conveyance allowance of the Inspector should be raised to Rs. 70 
per month as the allowance of Rs. 30 was insufficient. They also recommended 
the appointment of an Assistant at the rate of Rs. 60 per month and one 
more peon to accompany the Inspector in his tour (pp. 35 & 36, Chapter IV 
Expenses of management). The details of the revised grades of pay and 
appointment of Assistants are given in the statement marked B

The Sanskrit College has two departments : — 

{i) “ Oriental in which Sanskritic studies are carried 
on under the Tol system. 

{ii) English^’ which is practically an Arts College 
teaching up to the B.A. standard. Our Report 
deals with this side only. 

The English Arts College is affiliated in the following 
standards and subjects : — 

B.A — ‘English (Pass), Vernacular Composition, Philosophy 
(Pass and Honours), Sanskrit (Pass and Honours) and History 
(Pass and Honours), 

I.A. — English, Vernacular Composition, Sanskrit, History 
and Logic. 

Students of this college are allowed to read Honours in His- 
tory and Philosophy in the Presidency College. No extra fee has 
to be paid for this privilege. 

S^he College fee is Rs. H a month with an admission fee of 
the same amount. Forty students, who must be sons of bona- 
fide Pundits, are allowed to read at the reduced fee of Rs. 2 
only per month.

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In the previous session the Governing Body was composed 
of four members of whom two were members of the staff the 
third was the Principal and the fourth the President. It seems 
that Government has added additional members to the Governing 
Body. 

The Governing Body held seven meetings in session 1920-21 
and three meetings in the session under review. 

We find that the Council of Members of the Staff met from 
time to time in previous sessions to discuss questions relating 
to the time-table, syllabus of studios, scheme of tutorial work, 
etc. We regtet to note that from June, iy2(), up to the date 
of our inspection not a single meeting of the staff had been 
held. We hope that, as in other institutions, the Council of 
Teachers will meet regu lari for disposal of the business referred 
to above. 


II. Buildings : Accommodation. 

The accommodation remains unchanged. The Western Hall 
has been partitioned so as to form two rooms for accommodating 
the Third and Fourth Year classes. Part of the Southern Hall is 
used as Professors^ Sitting Room, the rest being used for accom- 
modating the Oriental Department. We give below the dimen- 
sions of the rooms used for lecture work in the English Depart- 
ment in the session under review : —

We give below certain remarks from the j)revions Report to 
which we desire to draw the attention of the authorities : — 
We found the furniture in bad condition and were told that 
for the last five years nothing bad been granted for furniture. 
Some mo»’e tables and desks are wanted for students and also 
chairs for Professors. The Professors^ waiting-room is not well 


furnished : We inspected the outhouses measuring 

199^ 10"xl8'. I'hey are in a very dilapidated and insanitary 
condition. There is no plinth and no arrangement for ventila- 
tion, We are of opinion that the outhouses should 

either be thoroughly repaired or demolished at once 


We must further point out that there is no titfin room for stu- 
dents or for Professors of the Sanskrit Department who are 
orthodox Hindus.’’ 
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III. Teaching Staff* 

A. — The names and qualifications of the members of the 
Teachino* Staff and the work done by each teacher during 1921 
is given in Appendix I. 

In this institution the system of teachers electing their 
own representative on the Governing Body was followed when 
Babu Muralydhrtr Banerjee officiated as Principal. When Pundit 
Ashutosh Sastri became Principal, he revived the system of 
nominating tlie representative of the staff thus depriving the 
teachers of the privilege which they had enjoyed during the 
incumbency of his predecessor. On enquiry from the heads of 
different Government Colleges under ti e jurisdiction of the 
(^alcutta University it was found that of twelve Government 
Colleges tl^ere are only riz.^ (1) David Hare Training 

(/ollege, (2) Krishnagar College, (M) Bengal Engineering 
College, (4) llughly (College, in which members of the staff 
are nominated to the Governing Body. 

'Phe I). P. I., in his letter No. c»*t47G-‘JC-'iG-l9, dated the 
17th December 1919, addressed to the Prinoipal, Chittagong 
College, stated that the members of the teaching staff of a 
Government College may elect their representative to be a 
^Member of the Go\erning Body of the ('ollege.” Continuing, 
he said tlmt the name <»f the gentleman elected might be in- 
cluded in the annual nomination which the Principal is required 
to submit to the Office of the Director of Public Instruction 
for the approval of Government. 

Wlien in July ]V)20, the Principal, Sanskrit College sub- 
mitted the name of a member of* the Oriental Depaitment who 
was to represent the English Department to the D. P. I. and 
asked that his ap})ointment as member of the Governing Body 

might be sanctioned, the latter in his letter No. dated 

the 16th September, 1920, objected to the appointment only 
because this would have the effect of leaving the teachers of the 
English Department unrepresented. “It is realised,” he said, 
“that the orders of (Government on the subject have conferred 
on College teachers, the right to elect their representative, but 
when this right is exercised in a manner open to obvious objection, 
as in the present case. Government reserve the power to overrule 


* The 1). P. I., Assam, lias accepted the suggestion of the University that 
the staff of the Cotton Collepre, Gauhati ahouhi elect their own representative, 
vide letter No. 587 — 7-C-l, 1P22, dated the 26th January, 1922. The other 
two Colloges of Assam, viz.. M. C., College, Sylhet and the Earle Law College, 
lioTT-. tiirnrincr fhi« nritnlfuirft for oninp time 
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the election. But when two Professors of the English Depart- 
ment raised the question of the right of the staff to elect their 
representative on the Governing Body, the decision of the 
Department was communicated in the following terms ; — 

“ The principle of election has never been authoritatively 
introduced into the Sanskrit College. All that is necessary is 
that the staff should be represented and although election has 
been introduced in certain colleges (not in all) as an experiment 
there are no orders at present making election imperative rather 
than selection.^' 

Remembering that the system of nomination is followed in 
only four out of twelve Government Colleges, as also the 
sympathetic spirit in which the D. P. I. wrote his letter 

No, dated the IGth September, 1920, it may fairly be 

urgued that the teachers of the Sanskrit College, like the teachers 
of a majority of other Government Colleges, should be allowed to 
elect their own representative to the Governing Body. Surely 
men of education might be expected to know as to who would 
best represent their views on the Governing Body. An attempt 
to adopt the system of selection by the Principal may be 
construed by adverse critics as a method to stifle fair criticism 
which ought to be welcome to the head of any institution who 
seeks the co-operation of his colleagues. 

About the middle of August last, two Lecturers of the 
Sanskrit College, Pundit Bajendranath Vidyabhushan and 
Professor Dhiresehandra Acharyya, complained against the 
Principal to the President and members of the Governing 
Body and forwarded, copies of their complaints to the Univer- 
sity. Among other things, both expressed their dissatisfaction 
at the Principal visiting the class rooms frequently, inter- 
rupting the lecture work and occasionally saying or doing 
things which the two gentlemen thought had tlie effect of 
lowering them in the eyes of their students. Copies of these 
complaints were sent to the Principal for his observations on them 
but as he was of opinion that the matter under reference should 
form the subject of representation to Government, we thought 
it our duty to respect his wishes in the matter. 

Other members of the staff, vdz,, Professors Syamacharan 
Mookerjee, Krishnadhan Banerjee and Dr. Mahendralal Sircar 
also appeared to feel that they were not being properly treated. 
The Principal told us that he had tried to introduce good 
discipline and good teaching and had offended some members of 
the staff. We have no desire to enter into details because we 
believe these are matters that the authorities of the college 
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should deal with and because we are further convinced that 
steps will be taken to allay the irritation among the teachei*s 
many of whom have been serving in the Sanskrit College 
for years together. 

B — Tutorial Worky Kxaminaiion etc . — Tutorial work is done 
in English only in all the four College classes. There are three 
batches in the First-year Class and two batches in the other three 
classes. The batches for the Intermediate Classes consist of 7 and 
for the Degree classes of 11 to 12 students each. Attendance in 
these classes is compulsory. All work that is done is corrected 
and valued, record being kept of the marks obtained. We were 
informed by the Principal that tutorial work in other subjects 
could not be attempted as special Sanskrit subjects are taught 
and therefore no time is left for work of any other description. 

Periodical examinations are held in Philosophy, Historv and 
Sanskrit in the Degree classes and in History, Logic and 
Sanskrit in the Intermediate Classes. The following statement 
shows the number of Periodical Examinations held in tlu» 
different subjects from July, 1921, to February, 1922 : —

IV. -Numerical Strength and Subjects Taught. 

On the 27th August, 1921, there •were 77 students only on 
the rolls of the College as against 207 on the 31st July, 1920. 

We noticed with regret the abnormal fall in the number of 
students. The Principal told us that many promising students 
of the vSanskrit Collegiate School did not join the v^anskrit 
College because there was no arrangement for the teaching of 
Science. We believe that no very useful purpose would be 
served by making arrangements for the teaching of Science 
in an institution which specialises in the teaching of Sanskrit 
specially when there are so many other colleges in Calcutta 
where boys can study Science. We, however, agree with the 
Principal in thinking that it might be desirable to gel affiliation 
in I.A. and B.A. Mathematics. 

The table in Appendix II shows the number of students as 
they were distributed in the different subjects and classes on th 
27th August last.

VII. College Clubs. 

We note with regret that as yet the authorities have not 
been able to start a Debating Club. 

A sporting club was organised in February, 1919, of which 
the Principal is the President and the liibrarian the Seereti?ry. 
Boys play Football and Badminton. A })!aygroiind situated 
near the Race Course was alloted to Sanskrit College stu- 
dents but it could not be used ou account of its distance. The 
football ground inside the Presidency College com])Ound was 
placed at the dispo sal of the Sanskrit College for one day in the 
week. Boys have to pay a compulsory games fee of eight annas 
per session. We do not know whether any iixed grant has been 
made for the purpose from the college funds. 

VIII. Residence of students. 

Of the 77 students on the rolls of the College, 8 lived in the 
attached mess, '■:•) with parents and 44 with guardians. 

Formerly there were Iw^o attached messes but as the numbers 
have gone down, one of these has been temporarily abolished. 
This year only 8 out of 30 seats are occupied in tJie attached 
mess. 

'i he Principal has promised that he will make arrangements 
to inspect the ref-idence of students who live with their guar- 
dians. 


IX. Finance.

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to state that I arrived in Calcutta on November 12th, 
after being absent with your kind permission for a fortniglit in excess of 
seven months. Though 1 was able to devote fully five months to continuous 
work ill England, I did not succeed in completing the final re-writing of Vol. 
Ill of my Matrices and Determinoids. There still remains the re-writing of 
two chapters and the appendices. 

In order that you may see the present state of Vol. Ill, I enclose : 

(1) a paper showing the headings of the chapters, and the chapters which 
are printed, ready for press and not ready for press : 

(2) two sets of papers showing the headings of articles and (in some 
cases) the sub-articles in Part I and in the final manuscript of Part II. 

It will be seen that there are only three unprinted chapters in Part 1 ; 
but the reference in these cannot be filled up until the last two chapters of 
Part II are in their final forms. 

Three important chapters which were originally included in Vol. Ill have 
been carried over to Vol. IV. The delay in completing Vol. Ill has been 
due to the interpolation before those three chapters of the new matter now 
forming Part II of the volume. 

I shall retire from Government Service on April 15th next, and shall hope 
to proceed rapidly to the publication of Vol. Ill after that date. It is hoped 
that when the work is completed (on the basis of existing mannaoript) by 
theadditonof 2 or 3 volumes, it will serve as a much needed standard 
representation of the subject. 
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I propose to deliver a coarse of six lectures in December before my toimre 
of the Hardinge Professorship expires. 

I desire to express mj most sincere thanks to you for the honoured 
position you have allowed me to hold for five years, and for the facilities you 
have accorded me for prosecuting investigations concerning the most 
oomprehensive calculus of mathematics.

The grounds on which the Senate consider that the action 
taken by the Publicity Office is open ^to grave objection may 
be briefly summarised as follows : 

1. The question of the financial administration of the 
University raised in the report of the Accountant-General and 
the letter from the Government of Bengal is pending before 
the Senate and is under examination by a Committee. Pending 
the decision of the Senate, it is not proper that the Publicity 
Office, which is a department under the Government, should 
take steps to secure the circulation of an article in a newspaper, 
which proceeds on the basis of the Government letter. 

•2. The article in question do^s not state facts hut expresses 
opinions. Tbe Publicity Office should not concern itself with 
the circulation of opinions expressed in newspaper articles. 

3. Tbe Publicity Office, if it should at all concern itself in 
a matter of this description, should not circulate adverse opinions 
alone, ignoring opinions expressed in favour of the University.

your letter No. G-405, dated the 19th Juno, 1922,

University to the Secretary io the Qovernment of Bengal^ Education Dejpartment), 

hare the hooour to acknowle^iige receipt of your letter No. 1597 Education 
conveying the sanction of the Government of Bengal under the the provisions 
of Section 25 (1) of the Indian Universities Act, 1904 to the regulations for 
the degree of B. Com. and the amendments in the l.A. regulations. Your 
letter under reply conveys sanction to the B. Com. regulations with the 
exception of clause 3 1 am directed by the Vice-Chancellor and Syndicate, 

to point out that under section 25 (1) of the Indian Universities Act, sanction 
cannot be granted with a modification, whether the modification be by way 
of omission, addition or alteration. This is the ititerpretation which has 
been wiiformly placed upon that section since 1904, and also upon the corres- 
ponding section of the Act of Incorporation of 1857. It may further be 
pointed out that there has been some misapprehension as to the scope of 
clause 3. Clause 3 was not intended to confer any new power on the Univer- 
sity authorities which are uplimited as is clear from section 19 of the Indian 
Universities Act. The object of clause 3 was to regulate the mode of 
exercise of the power possessed f)y the University authorities under section 
19. It may nlso be explained that there is no intention on the part of the 
University authorities to embark upon undergraduate instruction specially 
if the undertaking involves new expenditure. At the same time there is no reason 
why the University teachera in the department of Kconoinies and Commerce 
should not within the limit of the time at their disposal assist such students 
as may bo anxious to qualify themselves for the B. Com. degree. The desir- 
ability of such a coujse, to the extent it may be feasible is obvious when the 
fact is borne in mind rhnt even the Government of Bengal does not appear 
to be at pivsetit in a position to piovide for instruction in tho subjects of the 
B C(im Examination in tho Government Commercial School at Calcutta. 

As legards the suggestions that subjects take precis writing and Commer- 
cial correspondence may be introduced at the Intermediate stage the 
Faculty of Arts have been consulted and they have expressed the opinion that 
it would be desirable to proceed cautiously and to watch the effect of the 
new regulations, for some later time.’*

The Regulations sanctioned for the Degree of B. Com. are 
as follows : — 


CHAPTER XXXIV (A) 

Bachelor of Commerce, 

1. The examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Com- 
merce shall be held annually in Calcutta and such other places^ 
as shall, from time to time, be appointed by the Syndicate, the 
approximate date to be notified in the Calendar. 

2. Any person may be admitted to this Examination who 
has prosecuted a regular course of study in one or more colleges 
affiliated to ftie University for this purpose for not less than 
two academical years, after passing the Intermediate Exami* 
nation. 
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3. A student not belonging to any affiliated College who 
has prosecuted a regular course of study under University Pro- 
fessors or University Lecturers, may, on the recommendations 
of the Syndicate by special order of the Senate, be admitted to 
to the examination as a non-collegiate University student, 
anything in Chapter XVI of the Regulations to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

4. Every candidate shall produce a certificate, (a) of good 
conduct and (b) of diligent study, and shall send in his applica- 
tion with a certificate in the form ])rescribed by the Syndicate 
to the Controller of Examinations in time so that it may reach 
his office at least six weeks before the date fixed for the 
Examination. 

5. A fee of Rupees Forty-five shaft he forwarded by each 
candidate along with bis application. A candidate who fails to 
pass or to present himself for examination shall not be entitled 
to claim refund of the fee. A candidate who fails to pass may- 
be admitted subsequently to om* or more D*gr< e Examinations 
in Commerce on payment of a like fee of Hupeos Forty-five. 
Provided he produces a certificate of good conduct and diligent 
stud}" for six months before the examination from the Head of 
an affiliated College or a Univeivity ]b’ofes-or or Lectun^r in 
bis subject or any other autbo.n’ty approvtd bv the Syn- 
dicate. 

6. The Degree Examination in Commerce will he con- 
ducted by means of printed papers, the same papers being 
used at every place where ibe Examination is lit Id. 

7. As soon as possible after the Examination, the Syn- 
dicate shall publish a list of the candidates who have passed, 
arranged in two division^*, the first in order of merit, and 
the other in alphabetical order. Every candidate on passing 
shall receive a certificate in the form prescribed,

B.A. English (Pass), Vernacular Composition in Bengali, 
Sanskrit (Pass), Philosophy (Pass), History (Pass), 
and MathematiCvS (Pass). 

I. A. -English, Vernacular Composition, Sanskrit, Mathe- 
matics, History, Logic, Physics, Chemistiy and Botany. 

I.Sc.-English, Vernacular, Composition, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry and Botany. 

The College fee is ft? 5/- per month for B.A. and I. Sc. 
students; I. A. students in pure Arts have to pay Hs 4/-'per 
month but fliose wlio read au}'^ Science subject pay He. 1-per 
month extra as laboratory charges. 

The authorities arc now realising from every student ‘a 
Building contribution of Re, 1 per month. 

I. Governing Body 

* The Board of Trustees for general supervision and control 
remains unchanged but the College Council which manages 
all internal affairs has lost a member in the shape of the former 
Acharya Pandit Debnath Smrititirtba who has resigned. The 
gentleman who replaces him is the new Acharya Pandit Jami- 
nikanta Tarkatirtha. 

The College Council held four meetings in session 1921-22 
and one meeting in the current session up to the date of our 
inspection. 

The Teachers’ Council held eight meetings in the. last sess- 
ion, We were glad to see that proceedings of the meetings 
of both the bodies are recorded in books kept for the purpose. 
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II. Buildings :-*Accommodation 

The dimensions of the rooms used for teaching purposes 
have been given in previous Inspection Reports. 

There are 21 teachers of whom 10 are provided with family 
quarters and 11 with bachelors’ quarters. The medical officer 
in charge also gets family quarters. /Vll quarters are rent-free. 

III. Teaching Staff 

The Teaching Staff remains unaltered with the exceptions 
noted below: — 

(1) Pandit Debnath Smrititirtha the Acharya and Prof, of 
Sanskrit resigned on the 1st May, 1922. The authorities have 
appointed Pandit Jaminikanta Tarkatirtha to the vacancy, 

(2) Babu Hemendrakifaore Dutt, Prof, of Chemistry and 
Botany, resigned in July, 1921. Babu Manindrabinode Dutt 
who was appointed for one year on probation on B8 80/~per 
month has been confirmed in his post on ih 100 /-horn July, 
1922. 

(3) The post vacated by the resignation of Babu Parphulla- 
nath Ray, M.A., has been filled up by the appointment of Babu 
Aswinikumar Mookerjee (M,A. in English, Class I, 1921) on 
Ss 100/- per month. 

We scrutinised the time-table and found that no Lecturer 
has to work more than eighteen periods per week. 

It appears that the last general increment was given in July 
1920. Only two Lecturers, t/vr., Messrs. P.N. Roy and S.G. 
Mookerjee were excluded from this but they got their incre- 
ment on completion of their two years^ service. 

We have to state that the proportion of teachers to students 
in some subjects is rather low. We, however, do not wish to 
press this point at present because we do not know whether in 
the next session the College will continue to have as many 
students as it has this session. 

Tutorial Work and Estaminations: — Tutorial work is done in 
theFirst and Third Year classes from January to April and in the 
Second Year class from July, to December. Students meet their 
tutors once a week. There were eleven batches in English 
five in Sanskrit, six in Logic and two in History in the First 
and Second Year classes. In the Third Year class tutorial work 
was attempted in English, Sanskrit and Philosophy only. 
There were four batches in English, three in Sanskrit and two in 
Philosophy. Owing to difficulties in the arrangement of the 
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time-table, some tutorial groups consisted of as many as 23 
students. 

We think it desirable that all tutorial work should be valued 
and the marks recorded in books kept specially for the purpose. 
We are further of opinion that no batch should consist of more 
than 10 to 12 students. 

There are no exercises in any* class. The First and the 
Third Year classes have the usual Annual Examination held in 
April while the Second and the Fourth year classes have the 
Preliminary Test which is held in September and the Final 
Test held in January. Students have to answer three-hour 
papers in all subjects. We^were glad to note that marks received 
by students are properjy recorded. 

IV Numerical Strength 

On the day of our inspection there were 599 students on 
the rolls of the College as against 518 on the 10th August, 
1921. The following statement shows the numbers as they 
were distributed in the different courses and classes on the day 
of our inspection.

It will be seen from the above that over 61% of .the students 
are drawn from Jessore and Khulna. This shows what a 
gtreat local need this institution is supplying. 
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Of the 599 students shown above, 668 are Hindus and 46 
are Mahomedans. Out of the 563 Hindu students 85 belong 
to the so-called depressed classes. 

Results of University Examinations 

It appears that 104 students sat for the I. A. Examination 
of whom 76 passed -22 in the First, 89 in the Second and 15 
in the Third Division. 

61 students sat for the l.Sc. Examination of whoiti 50 
pa8sed-29 in the First, 16 in the Second and 8 in the Third 
Division-besides two who passed in Physics, Chemistry and 
Botany. 

r 

48 were sent up for the B.A. Examination of whom 39 
passed-? with and 32 without distinction. 

Of the 28 who failed in l.A. 25 failed in English. Of the 
11 who failed in I. Sc., 9 failed in English. All the 9 who 
failed in B.A. failed in English. This makes it quite clear that 
it is imparative to pay greater attention to tutorial work in 
English. 


VI Science Department 

This institution is affiliated to the l.A. and I. Sc. standards 
in Physics, Chemistry and Botany. The number of pupils

The staff in Chemistry consists of a Lecturer and two Dem- 
onstrators ; in Physics of a Lecturer and a Demonstrator and in 
Botany of a Lecturer. There is no'^fixed annual , grant for the 
three Laboratories, the amounts spent from year to year depend- 
ing on the actual needs of the different departments. The

Practical work in all subjects is commenced in the First 
Year class from January and is continued all tlirongh the Second 
Year class up to December. All students do practical work 
twice a week for two periods, one hour and a half in succ- 

ession. 

The I. Sc. clases are held in the afternoon from 12-30 to 
4-15 P.M., practical work being done in the morning. LA. 
students who take up Chemistry have lectures in the morning 
and practical work in the afternoon. As all Science students 
are residents in the attached hostels or live very close to the 
College, no difficulty is exj)erienced even when they have to 
attened classes both morning and afternoon. 

The inspectors in their previous reports suggested that the aut- 
horities should take steps to obtain affiliation up to the B.Sc. stage. 
We found that mucli of the necessary apparatus has already been 
procured from abroad and that the building plans are ready. 
The College has also about three lacs of bricks in hand. We 
learnt that the Secretary has applied to the University for a 
grant of Rs. 24,000 to meet part of the expense which will 
have to be incurred for the extension of the present Laboratory 
bjpildings. Application has also been made to the D.P.I., Ben- 
gal, for a grant to meet the increased recurring expenditure for 
the maintenance of the proposed B.Sc. classes. We hope that 
the applications will be granted. 

VII. Library & Common room 

The total number of books in the Library on the 3 let May 
1922, w?s 7760. 

There is no fixed annual grant for the Library but in session 
1921-22, 34£ books were purchased at a cost of Rs, 2343/10/3. 
It further appears that the College got 118 copies of books as 
present from gentlemen interested in the institution. 
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The approximate daily attendance in the Reading Room 
has been about 20. We were gratified to find that in the last 
session 23^3 books were taken out for study at home by stu- 
dents.

It is regrettable that the authorities have not provided maga- 
zines like the Strand^ Jfide World, ete., for the Common Room 
We would further like to see a magazine on athletics like 
Bernarr Macfadden’s well-known Physical Culture or the 
Badminton Magazine provided for the students. 

VIII. College Clubs 

In the last session four meetings of the Students* Literary 
Association were held. On each occasion a member of the staff 
presided and the attendance, we were told, was quite fair. 

There is an Athletic Club with the Principal as President 
and a member of the staff ^s Vice-President and Secretary. 
Football, Hockey, Cricket, Tennis, Badminton, Rowing and 
indigenous games like Hadudu are the sports popular with stu- 
dents. There is a big playing field in the centre of the College 
compound with smaller areas for minor games. There were 
Inter-Class Cricket matches as well as rowing competitions 

There ia no covered gymnasium connected with '^he College 
but Indian Clubs, Dumb-bells, Parallel Bars, etc., are provided 
for the use of students. Students contribute Re. 1 per session

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to tht* funds of the Athletic Club. There is^ however, no annual 
fixed grant from the College funds for sports and games. 

We would like to see physical exercise in some form made 
eoinpulsorv for every r( 3 ?ident in the hostel, it being of course 
understood that those who are physically unfit would be excused 
after examination by the resident medical officer. 

The College being a residential one affords ample opportuni- 
ties for fostering collegiate life. The resident students get con- 
stant facilities for coming into direct pcjrsonal contact with the 
teaeliprs. l^he ColL\ge union which is organised among the stu- 
dents for nursing the siok and helping the poor geos a great way 
towards the fostering of corporate life. The Poor Fund and the 
Brotherhood for nursing the sick continue doing good work. 

IX. Besidence of Students 

Of the 599 students on the rolls of the College referred to in 
the fourth section of this Report, 319 live in the Collegiate Hin- 
du Hostel (maximum accommodation 387), IG in the Collegiate 
Mahomedan Hostel, 89 in private lodgings, i>2> with parents and 
113 with guardians. 

Details of ^he different blocks with the arrangements for 
supervision .and other information were given in the Report for 
1920-21. The seat-rent and the establishment charges remain 
unaltered. The messing charges come up to about Rs. 10 per 
month. 

Wc5 were informed that, the Piincipal is about to make arr- 
angements to inspect the lesklence of students said to be living 
with their guardians. 

We fully agre(‘ with the opinion of the previous Inspectors 
which we cpiote below : — 

The Inspectors in their previous Inspection Report pointed 
out the desirability of increasing the allowances of the Hostel 
Superintendents. It is desirable that in view of the small salary 
drawn by the members of the staff, it should be increased as soon 
as the financial condtiion is better.” 

X. Finance 

The Return of Finance for the three years ending 31st 
March, 1922, is given in the Appendix. 

, XL Suggestions 

1, Steps should be taken without further delay to obtain affi- 
liation up to the B.Sc. stage in Physics, Chemistry and Botany, 
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The study of Economics is becominp^ popular. We think it de- 
sirable that the institution should obtain affiliation in this sub- 
ject also. The extensive area of land attached to the College 
building should afford ample facilities for the study of practical 
agricultural Economics. 

2. The authorities of the College should contribute an am- 
ount equal to that realised from members of the (^ollege Pro- 
vident Fund. The salary paid is admittedly low .and this would 
be one of the means to make service in the Hindu Academy 
attractive to teachers. 

5. A parapet should be put round the open verandah of the 
two storied ‘'Governmnet Hostel.^’ If necessary, the authorities 
should move the P. W. D. to obtain the required sanction. 

4. An allowance should be paid to the Acharyya Pundit 
Jamininath Tarkatirtha for the work he does in the College 
department. 

5. The allowance paid to the Hostel Superintendents should 
be increased. 

6. Tutorial batches should not, in our opinion, consist of 
more than 10 to 12 students. 

7. Physical exercise in some form should be made compul- 
sory for every resident of the Hostel unless it is prohibited 
under orders from the resident medical officer. 

8. The College roads should be metalled.

There were nine meetings of the Governing Body in session 
and four meetings in the current session up to the date 
of our Inspection. 


The Teachers’ Council met five times in the last session and 
only once in the course of the current session. We were glad to 
note that the teachers have started a Co-operative Credit Society 
from February, 19*21. It seems to be doing very good work. 


The Professors have made a representation for graded pay 
which we hope will have favourable consideration from the 
authorities of the institution. 


II. Buildings : Accommdation. 


The dimensions of the rooms used for teaching purposes have 
been given more than once in previous Inspection Reports and 
are not therefore repeated here. Rent-free quarters are 
provided in the College compound for the four Superintendents 
of whom one is given “bachelor’s” quarters and the other three 
“married” quarters. 

Since the last inspection, concrete drains round the College 
buildings have been completed at a cost of about Rs. 1800. 
It seems that special permission was obtained to divert the 
grant for laboratories for the improvement of the Hindu Hostel 
and for the construction of the drains referred to above. 

The authorities have also reconstructed the Moslem Hostel 
providing the building with pucca plinth, pueca walls and 
torrugated iron roof. The cost which has amounted to a little 
over Rs. 6000 has been partly met from general income 
cransferred to the Building Fund by a resolution of the 
Governing Body. 



1 MINtTES OP THE SYNDICATE* 

We examined the accounts of the Building Fund and found 
that in April, 1922, the total amount standing to its credit was 
Rs. 52t18-5>7. On the 4th March, 1922, the Governing Body 
transferred Hs. 5000 from the General Fund to the Building 
Fund. Without having any desire to criticise the action of the 
Governing Body we must confess that we do not see the reason 
for transferring such a large sum from the General Fund to the 
lUiilding Fund when almost the whole of the cost for reconstruct 
ting the Mahomedan Hostel could have been met from the 
Building Fund. To us it seems better that capital expenditure 
such as tin's should he met from grants, subscriptions^ and the 
money raised from students as Building Contribution. The 
current income of the Institution ought not to be diverted from 
legitimah; channels such 'ns library grants, laboratory contigen- 
cics, ihe giving of adequate salaries to teachers and placing 
them on graded pay and so forth. 

III. Teaching Staff. 

A — The names ind qualifications of members of the Teaching 
Staff are givei^ in Appendix I. 

Babu Kaliprasanna Ghosh is officiating as Principal. The 
autlr)rities have advertised for a gentelman of experience to fill 
u the vacancy created bv the resignation of the late Principal 
Babu Nrilyalal Mookerjee It seems that some applicatione 
have been received. It is iiopod that the ap[)ointment will bst 
made in the near future. 

Babu Kali pras.sjjji nil Ghosh is officiating as Principal from 
November, 1921, for which he has been drawing an allowance 
of Kh. 75 per month. Babu Chintaharan Hay has been officiating 
as Vice-Priticipal from November, 1921. ddie authorities have 
given him an allowance of Hs. 25 per month from April, 1922; 
that, is ^ say they have not paid him anything for the 
five months^ work he put in from November, 1921, to Maroby 
1922. We cannot say that we can regard this as quite fair. 

Since the last inspection, Babu Saileiidrakumar Chaudhuri 
has been given an increment of Rs. 20 while Babus Hernanta- 
kumar Bose and Bhahataran Chakravati have each received 
increments of Rs.l5 per month. We further note that theappoint- 
ment of Babu Hemciiandra Ghosh has been made a peimanent 
one and that his salary has been increased from Rs. 80 to Ka. 
100 per mouth. 

Our enquirie.? elicited the fact that Babu Saurindrakumar 
Chadhuri had drawn Rs. 125 per mouth in 1915, in 1917 gbt* 
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an increment of lls. 25 in 1920 an increment of Rs. 30 and in 
the current session an increment of Rs. 20. Babu Hemanta- 
kumar Bose drew Rs. 175 in 1914, in January, 1918, be ^ot 
an increment of Rs. 20 and and in January, 1922, another 
incremennt of Rs. 15. Babu Bhabataran Chakravarti drew Rs. 
125 in 1914, he got an increment of Rs. 15 in 1918, and another 
increment of Rs. 15 in 1922. Maulvi Abdus Sovan drew Rs. 80 
1912 he got in increment of Rs. 20 in 1916, another increment 
of Rs. 10 in 1920 and an increment of lls. 15 in 1922. 

In this connection we pointed out to the OfiEg. Principal 
the remark made by the Inspectors in their report for 1918-21 
in which it was stated that “as no member of the Staff is on 
graded pay the result is that increments are given at irregular 
intervals.’^ He admitted that there was no clearly laid down 
principle in fixing the pay and that the “staff suffered somewhat 
for four or five years as their salaries could not be raised 
adequately during that period/’ It was further stated that an 
attempt was being made to adopt a fixed grade. We earnestly 
hope that the matter will be taken seriously in hand and the 
position of the teachers made more secure without further 
avoidable delay. 

Tutorial work and Exawinaiionh — Tutorial work is done in 
English, Philosophy and History in the Fourth year snd 
in English, Logic and History, in the Second Year classes 
Students generally meet their tutors once a week. Each batch 
ordinarily consists of 15 to 20 students. We do not know how 
the tutors manage to give individual help to 15 to 20 students 
in a period consisting of 50 minutes only. An exr.minatioo 
of the records showed that attendance is poor in the Fourth 
Year but is good in the Second Year tutorial classes. We were 
told that all mistakes are corrected and discussed but marks are 
not allotted for tutorial work. Attendance is not compulsory. 
We are of opinion that no tutorial batch should consist of 
more than 10 students. Marks should bo allotted for the work 
done and attendance should be made compulsory. It also seems 
desirable tliat the tutorial record of students should be taken 
into account in sending them up to the different University 
Examinations. 

The First and Third year classes have a Periodical Examina- 
tion which is held in February and the Annual which is held 
in April while the Second and the Fourth Year classes have 
two Periodical Examinations held before and after the Puja 
Vacation besides the Test Examination which is held in 
Januaiy. 
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Inadequacy of Staff — In the last session there were 651 
students and in the current session about 814 students. All 
these are students of English and a majority of them students 
of Sanskrit, Mathematics and Logic or Philosophy, We do not 
yet know as to whether the College will continue to teach such 
large numbers. It is ]»ossible that the high figures are caused 
by the fact that many students who kept away from College 
last session have resumed their studies and that in the next 
session there will be an appreciable drop in the numerical 
strength. We therefore refrain for the present to press for the 
strengthening of tin; staff in English, Sanskrit, Mathematics, 
and Logic and Philosophy. 

IV. Numerical Strength. 

On the day of our inspection there were 814 students on the 
rolls of the College as against 651 students on the 16th January 
last.

It will be seen from the above that over 71.7 percent, of the 
students are drawn from the district of Backergunj. This shows 
what a great local need thi§ institution is supplying. In this 
connection it»shoul(] be pointed out that the Barisal public has 
not done its duty towards the College which has served and 
is still serving the district in which it is located. 
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Of the 814 students referred to above 6ii4 are Hindus, 188 
Mahomedans and 2 Indian Christians. 

V. Result^ of University Examinations, 1922. 

155 students appeared in the l.A, Examination of whom 128 
passed — 49 in the First Division, 63 in the Second Division and 
11 in the Third Division. OE these two secured senior scholar- 
sbiins. 

71 sat for the B.A. Examination of whom 59 passed — 0,with 
and 53 without distinction. 

8 appeared for B.A Honours in English and Philosophy of 
whom 3 secured Second Class Honours in Philosophy, and I 
Second Class Honours in English. * Another 11. x\. English 
Honours student passed in t})e Pa'^s Course. The others failed. 

VI. Science Department. 

The College is affiliated in Ciiemistry to the l.A. standard. 

There is no fixed grant for the Laboratory. It varies from 
year to year. In the last session Us. 15(10 was budge tted for 
apparatus and contingencies out of which lls. 303-10 was spent 
but we learnt that in the course of the financial year ending 31st 
March, 1922, chemicals to the value of Ks. 3,046-6 were 
purchased. 

The stafE consists of a Professor and two Demonstrators, 
(dasses both theoretical and practical are held in a separate block. 
The dimensions of the rooms used by this department were given 
in the Report for 1918-21 and are not therefore repeated liere. 
This year there are 134 students of Ciiemistry in the Second- 
year class who have been divided into four batches of about 40 
each. Each batch works for two consecutive periods of '50 
minules each twice a week. 


VII- Library and Common Room 

The total number of books in the Library on tlie 3 1st May, 
1921, was 2591. There i.« no fixed annual grant, but Rs. 2,u00 
was budgetted for the purchase of bv^oks in session 1921-22. 
UVe learnt that between April and October, 1922, 576 books 
were purchased at a cost of Us. 2,702-14-3. In tt),e last session 
bqys topk^oi^t 1227 books for study at home. The approximate 
daily attendance in the Library k about 84. 
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We were sorry to note that the authorities have not yet 
succeeded in procuring the books of reference recommened in 
page 5 of the Report for 1921-2’2. 

The system of Library Deposit has been abolished but those 
students who take books home during the Summer Vacation and 
the Durga Puja holidays have to deposit Rs. 2 only for each 
volume taken out. 

The Common Room is well lighted and well ventilated.

VIII. College Clubs. 

The Debating Society held three meetings in the last session. 

• Ther<j is a College Athletic Club. Students play Football, 
Cricket, Hockey, etc. There is a Football ground measuring 
100 yds. X 50 yds. and a Tennis Court in the College grounds. 
A large number of friendly matches were played. 

There is no fixed grant from College funds for athletics. 
It varies from year to year. This session the grant is Rs. 550. 
Students pay 4as. per year. We were sorry to note that the 
Football ground is far from satisfactory. It requires levelling 
very badly. We recommend that the work be taken in hand 
immediately. ^ 

Physical exercise is not compulsory ’ but some 60 students 
attend the gymnastic classes held in* the open air Gymnasium in 
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charge of a competent Gymnastic Teacher Babu Hiralal De 
who drawrf Rs. 30 per month. The apparatus provided coussists 
of two pairs of parallel bars, one horizontal bar, etc. 

We recommend that physical exercise be made compulsory 
in the case of the residents of the Hindu and Mahomedan 
Hostels. It is further desirable tha.t the College should provide 
Dumb-bells, Indian Clubs, etc., in the Hostels so that students 
so disposed might take ph^^sical exercise in the morning and go 
out for long walks in the afternoon. 

Details regarding ihe Friendly Union, the Little Brothers 
of the Poor, etc., have been given in previous Inspection Reports 
and are not repeated here. 

IMiere is a quarterly called the Brojomohan College Magazine 
edited by the Offg. Vice-Princi})a^ Babu Chintaharan Ray. 
Articles are contributed by both Lecturers and students. Ail 
students liave to pay a magazine foe of Re. 1 ])er session. Up 
to the present the savings made under this head have amounted 
to Rs. 1()14. It further appears that iii the lavst session students 
contributed Rs. 698 out of which only Rs. 339-1-6 was spent. 
As no (.^ommon Room fees are levied, we suggest that cither 
the magazine fee be reduced or that the savings be utilised to 
pay for really good papers for the Common Room. 

IX Residence of Students. 

The Principal told us ibat out of the 814 students referred to 
above, 92 lived in the attached Hindu Hostel, 71 in the attached 
Mahomedan Hostel, ‘?3 in attached messes and 628 with guar- 
dians. 

We are afraid that the sanitary arrangements are not quite 
adequate. It would be undoubtedly an improvement if a four- 
seated latrine is provided for each of the two hostels, Hindu and 
Mahomedan.

The OfiPg. Principal has promised that steps will be taken to 
inspect the residences of students before the Christmas Vacation • 

Babu Chintaharan Ray, the Resident Superintendent, of the 
Hindu Hestel, gets Rs. 30 per month and free family quarters. 
The Assistant Superintendent Babu Taranikanta Sen gets free 
bachelor^s quarters and Rs. 20 per month. We learnt that the 
Assistant Superintendent has been serving in the College for 
over 10 years. If possible, his allowance should be increased 
as a recognition of his long and fj5dthf iil service. Free family 
quarters • are given to both the Resident Superiniendent and the 
Assistant Resident Superintendent of the Mahomedan Hostel. 
The former gets Rs. 30 and the latter Rs. 20 per month.
